To His Excellency Emery J. San Soud^ Governor of the State of Rhode 
Island, 

Sir: — Complying with the provisions of Section 9 of Chapter 796 
of the Public Laws of Rhode Island, the Public Utilities Commission 
presents its ninth annual report. 

COMPLAINTS. 

During the year nine complaints were filed against utilities and 
Notices of Investigations were issued in the cases as follows: 

Town Council of Jamestown vs. Jamestown Water Company; City 
of Providence vs. Providence Gas Company; City Council of Crans- 
ton vs. Providence Gas Company; Frank J. Rivelli and Frank H. 
Biggs, et al, vs. Providence Gas Company; City of Newport, Board 
of Aldermen vs. Bay State Street Railway Company; Blackstone 
Valley Gas and Electric Company vs. Rhode Island Power Trans- 
mission Company; Town of Warren vs. Bristol and Warren Water 
Works; Town of Bristol vs. Bristol and Warren Water Works and 
City of Newport vs. Newport Gas Light Company. 

In the cases against the Providence Gas Company public hearings 
were held and citizens examined imder oath and an exhaustive in- 
quiry by the Commission has been made. 

The Case of City of Newport, Board of Aldermen vs. Newport 
Gas Light Company has been heard in part and the others are still 
pending. 

INFORMAL COMPLAINTS. 

Informal complaints reach the Commission in various ways against 
the different utilities and each one is handled as the situtation war-

rants. The larger part of them come in over the telephone, although 
there are numerous letters and personal complaints received at the 
office of the Commission. 

The matters complained of relate to a wide range of subjects and 
each one is promptly taken up and a remedy applied. 

CHANGES IN OPERATION. 

On September 6, 1920, the Receivers of the Rhode Island Conlpany 
ceased to operate the Sea View Railroad Company and the Provi- 
dence and Chepachet Lines of the Providence and Danielson Rail- 
way Company. This procedure was brought about through orders 
from a Justice of the Superior Court. 

These three properties were operated by the Receivers of The 
Rhode Island Company for the owners until October 2, 1920, when 
operations stopped on the three lines. 

The capital stock of the three companies was ultimately sold and 
the purchasers undertook to operate the Sea View Railroad Company 
and did so for a little over a month, that is, imtil Novenber 11^ 1920, 
when operations ceased altogether on that road. 

The Providence and Danielson Railway Company and Chepachet 
Lines have not been operated since October 2, 1920. At the writing 
of this report the physical property of the Sea View Railroad Com- 
pany and that of the Providence and Danielson Railway Company 
from North Scituate, R. I., to East Killingly, Connecticut, has been 
dismantled and sold and is being scrapped. The remaining portion 
of the latter road, namely, the lines from the Providence City Line 
to North Scituate, and that from Centredale to Chepachet remain 
unoperated awaiting the possibility of renewed operation through 
local cooperation or otherwise. 

RAILROAD RETURNS. 

Annual returns for the year ending December 31, 1919, were re- 
ceived from the following railroad corporations: 
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Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation; The Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company; Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company; 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company; Old Col- 
ony Railroad Company; Providence, Warren and Bristol Railroad 
Company; Providence & Worcester Rail Road Company, and the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company. 

There is a change in the list of operating companies as compared 
with last year of one company, namely. The Narragansett Pier Rail- 
road Company, making the total of operating companies within the 
State, four, as compared with three of last year. The list of opera- 
ting companies now comprise the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, and the Wood River Branch 
Railroad Company, the last three operating their own lines only and 
the first named operating, in addition to its own line, the Boston & 
Providence Railroad Corporation, Providence, Warren and Bristol 
Railroad Company, and Providence & Worcester Rail Road Com- 
pany. The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company since August 1, 
1918, had been operated by the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company, again became an operating company on its own 
accoimt during the year. 

Capital Stock. 

There has been no change in the total par value of authorized 
capital stock of the railroads owning or operating lines within the 
State and the amount, $211,379,400.00 remains the same as last 
year. 

Four companies reporting a capitalization in excess of $1,000,000.00: 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company with 
a total of $157,117,900.00; Boston & Providence Railroad Corpora- 
tion, $3,996,000.00; Old Colony Railroad Company, $22,294,000.00; 
Providence & Worcester Rail Road Company, $3,500,000.00, these 
amounts being the same as reported last year. 
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Dividends. 

The amount of dividends paid during the year amounted to 
$2,362,666.00 a decrease of $5,352.00. This decrease is shown in 
the report of The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, the divi- 
dends being previously guaranteed by the Rhode Island Company. 

Assets. 

The total assets reported by these companies amounted to $577,- 
638,640.53 and comprise the following items: road and equipment, 
$290,191,390.67; all other investments, $244,575,523.38; current 
assets, $17,755,423.01; deferred assets, $24,352,934.58; unadjusted 
debits, $884,544.27. 

The value of road and equipment shows an increase in this yearns 
report of $4,120,512.78; the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company showed an increase of $4,321,636.48; the Old 
Colony Railroad Company showed a decrease of $301,003.03; the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company showed an increase of $11,- 
610.65 and the Narragansett Pier Railroad Company showed an in- 
crease, of $88,268.68, all of the other roads reported the same value 
as in the preceding year. 

The total of all other investmtots shows a decrease of $5,059,639.44 ; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company re- 
porting a decrease of $4,855,989.29; the Boston & Providence, Rail- 
road Corporation reporting a decrease of $82,183.94; the Old Colony 
Railroad Company reporting an increase of $14,325.51. 

The current assets reported showed a decrease of $37,838,055.05; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
reported a decrease of $37,737,072.66; the Boston & Providence 
Railroad Corporation reported an increase of $3,799.32; the Mo- 
shassuck Valley Railroad Company reported a decrease of $51,437.46; 
the Providence, Warren and Bristol Railroad Company reported 
an increase of $276.12; the Wood River Branch Railroad Company 
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reported a decrease of $8,066.60; the Providence & Worcester Rail 
Road Company reported a increase of $907.73 and the Old Colony 
Railroad Company reported a decrease of $1,385.87. 

The deferred assets show a decrease of $30,102,848.34, and of this 
amount the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
reported $30,090,892.07, and the Wood River Branch Railroad Com- 
pany, $11,966.24. 

Unadjusted debits showed a decrease of $9,370,208.17; The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported a de- 
crease of $9,373,993.32; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company 
an increase of $3,572.93; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company 
an increase of $656.59, and the Wood River Branch Railroad Com- 
pany a decrease of $444.37. 

The total assets show a decrease of $78,371,413.60, and of this 
amoimt the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
reported a decrease of $77,736,310.86; Boston & Providence Railroad 
Corporation a decrease of $78,384.62; Moshassuch Valley Railroad 
Company a decrease of $174,961.94; Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company a decrease of $141,642.62 and the Old Colony Railroad 
Company a decrease of $288,063.39. 

Liabilities. 

The total liabilities reported comprise the following various items: 
total stock, $214,565,136.34, which is the same amoimt as reported 
in the preceding year; long term debt, $242,182,209.46, a decrease 
of $498,713.88. 

Current liabilities, $56,402,864.66, a decrease of $24,569,204.36; 
deferred liabilities, $37,960,286.41, a decrease of $16,584,764.21; un- 
adjusted credits, $18,691,127.26, a decrease of $18,022,261.76; cor- 
porate surplus, $5,787,726.21, a decrease of $20,745,759.57; the entire 
long term debt was reported by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company. 
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Decrease in current liabilities were reported as follows: New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, $24,132,987.25; Old 
Colony Railroad Company, $303,388.90; Wood River Branch Rail- 
road Company, $19,783.71; Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, 
$58,173.69 and increases in same year were reported by the Boston 
& Providence Railroad Corporation, $464.50; Providence, Warren 
and Bristol Railroad Company, $174.00; Providence & Worcester 
Rail Road Company, $116.00. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
reported a decrease of $16,570,653.08 in deferred liabilities, and the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company a decrease of $11,956.27. 

Corporate surplus increases were reported as follows: Boston & 
Providence Railroad Corporation, $3,334.82; Old Colony Railroad 
Company, $21,286.15; New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company reported a decrease of $20,853,235.48; Providence, 
Warren and Bristol Railroad Company reported a increase of $102.12; 
Providence and Worcester Railroad Company, an increase of 
$791.73; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, an increase of 
$97,518.15 (none reported last year); Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company, an increased deficit of $4,796.89; the Moshassuck Valley 
Railroad Company, an increased deficit qf $20,353.95. 

Operating Income. 

The total railroad operating revenues reported amounted to 
$106,700,961.66, which was a net increase of $4,289,611.38; The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported an 
increase of $4,250,907.80;* the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company 
an increase of $7, 814.90; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company 
an increase of $43,872.09, and the Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company a decrease of $2,993.09. 

The total railroad operating expenses reported amoimted to 
$93,044,222.24, a net increase of $5,068,121.74, this amount being 
divided as follows: Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, $16,932.62 
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The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, $56,310.71; New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, $4,989,448.57, and 
the Wood River Branch Railroad' Company, $5,429.94. 

The total net revenues from railroad operations reported showed 
a decrease of $778,510.36 and of this amount the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported $738,540.77; the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, $9,107.12; The Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company, $22,448.62 and the Wood River Branch 
Railroad Company, $9,423.85. 

The total railroad operating income reported amounted to $9,608,- 
062.38; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported a net 
deficit of $11,029.28, which is an increase of $10,562.61 over the 
previous year; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported a 
net deficit of $32,246.01, which is an increased net deficit of $24,814.07 
over the previous year; the Wood River Branch Railroad Company 
reported a net deficit of $14,346.60, which is an increased net deficit 
of $7,684.19 over the previous year. 

The total miscellaneous operating income of $5,572.06 was re- 
ported by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany. None of the other roads reported an item of that nature. 
These figures are an increase of $1,737.53 over the amount reported 
for the previous year. 

The total operating income reported amoimted to $9,550,440.49, 
a net decrease of $1,651,845.40; the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company reported a decrease of $1,611,364.89; 
the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, a decrease of $9,006.25; 
The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, an increase of $22,789.07, 
and the Wood River Branch Railroad Company, a decrease of 
$8,605.19 

Non-Operating Income. 

The total non-operating income reported amounted to $9,930,- 
732.12, which was a net decrease of $17,927,677.88; the Boston & 
Providence Railroad Corporation reported an increase of $21,340.99;

the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported a deficit of 
$3,539.62; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported an 
increase of $1,088.44; the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company reported a decrease of $17,953,381.95; the Old 
Colony Railroad Company reported a decrease of $42.75; The Provi- 
dence, Warren and Bristol Railroad Company reported a decrease 
of $7.01; the Providence & Worcester Rail Road Company reported 
an increase of $180.59, and the Wood River Branch Railroad Com- 
pany reported a decrease of $805.84. 

The total gross income reported amounted to $19,481,172.61, 
which was a net decrease of $19,579,523.28; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
$19,554,746.84; the Old Colony Railroad Company reported an 
increase of $57.25; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company re- 
ported a deficit of $30,950.10, which makes their total increased 
deficit $21,700.83; the Providence, Warren and Bristol Railroad 
Company reported an increase of $7.01 ; the Providence and Worces- 
ter Rail Road Company re^rted an increase of $180.59 and the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company reported a deficit of 
$3,291.96, which is a decrease of $508.97 over the previous year. 

The deductions from gross income reported amounted to $25,096,- 
109.05, which was net decrease of $1,807,342.76; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
$1,818,208.85; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company a decrease 
of $9,493.40; the Wood River Branch Railroad Company a decrease 
of $3,830.38; the Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation an in- 
crease of $21,630.93; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company an 
increase of $1,733.86; the Old Colony Railroad Company an increase 
of $152.12, and the Providence & Worcester Rail Road Company an 
increase of $683.96. 

There was a net decrease in the total net incomes reported of 
$17,772,180.52; the Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation re- 
ported a decrease of $288.94; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Com- 
pany an increased deficit of $5,667.22; The Narragansett Pier Rail-

road Company an increased deficit of $23,434.49; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company a deficit of $7,924007.63, 
which was a decrease of $17,736,537.99; the Old Colony Railroad 
Company a decrease of $94.87; the Providence, Warren and Bristol 
Railroad Company an increase of $7.01; Providence & Worcester 
Rail Road Company a decrease of $503.37, and the Wood River 
Branch Railroad Company an increased deficit of $5,660.65. 

Railroad Operating Revenues. 

The total rail line transportation revenues reported amounted to 
$102,000,575.21, which was an increase of $4,401,894.64 over the 
previous year; the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company reported an increase of $4,333,623.72; the Moshassuck 
Valley Railroad Company an increase of $12,693.82; The Narragan- 
sett Pier Railroad Company reported $58,761.51 which is figured as 
an increase as no amount of this sort was reported the previous year; 
the Wood River Branch Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
$3,184.41. 

The rail line transportation revenues were divided as follows: 
freight, $49,341,974.31; passenger, $44,806,334.32; all other, $7,852,- 
266.58; the freight revenue reported showed a decrease of $1,450,- 
528.89; the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Compay 
reported a decrease of $1,484,325.08; the Moshassuck Valley Rail- 
road Company an increase of $12,165.36; the Wood River Branch 
Railroad Company a decrease of $3,023.71 and The Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company an increase of $24,654.54, all in freight 
revenue. 

The total passenger revenues reported an increase of $4,421,903.68; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported 
an increase of $5,394,301.06; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Com- 
pany an increase of $44.05; the Wood River Branch Railroad Com- 
pany a decrease of $2,023.71; The Narragansett Pier Railroad 
Company which reported no passenger revenues last year reported 
this year $27,182.08. 
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The other rail Hne transportation revenues reported an increase 
of $430,479.95; The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company reported an increase of $423,647.74; the Wood River 
Branch Railroad Company a decrease of $537.19 the Moshassuck 
Valley Railroad Company an increase of $384.41, and the Narra- 
gansett Pier Railroad Company reported $6,924.89 against none 
reported the previous year. 

The total incidental operating revenue reported amounted to 
$3,837,873.17, a net decrease of $146,898.20, of which $145,039.67 
was reported by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company, and $2,819.39, increase by the Narragansett Pier Railroad 
Company. 

The total railroad operating revenues reported amounted to 
$106,700,961.66, a net increase of $4,317,320.19; the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported an increase of 
$4,250,907.80; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reporting 
$61,580.90 against none reported the previous year; the Moshassuck 
Valley Railroad Company reported an increase of $7,825.40, and the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
$2,993.83. 

Railroad Operating Expenses. 

The total railroad operating expenses reported amounted to 
$92,681,902.13, which was a net increase of $4,840,672.06; the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported an 
increase of $4,726,858.14; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company 
an increase of $16,932.52; the Wood River Branch Railroad Com- 
pany an increse of $5,429.94, and The Narragansett Pier Railroad 
Company an increase of $91,451.46 (none reported last year). The 
railroad operating expenses were divided as follows: maintenance of 
ways and structures, $14,315,658.47; maintenance of equipment, 
$21,411,310.66; traffic expenses, $542,749.97; transportation ex- 
penses, $51,262,020.48; miscellaneous operations, $1,855,838.75; 
general, $3,306,515.32; a net increase of $778,928.47 was reported for 
the maintenance of ways and structures; the New York, New Haven 
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and Hartford Railroad Company reported an increase of $754,521.37 
the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company an increase of $4,981.59 
the Wood River Branch Railroad Company an increase of $4,493.27 
The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, $14,932.24, (nothing 
reported last year). The maintenance of equipment reported was 
an increase of $482,878.62; the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company reported an increase of $464,033.70; the Mos- 
hassuck Valley Railroad Company reported an increase of $2,585.05; 
the Wood River Branch Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
$2,015.47. There was a net increase in traffic expenses of $66,358.91 ; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported 
$65,857.45, an increase; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company 
reported $167.66, an increase; the Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company reported a decrease of $82.36, and The Narragansett Pier 
Railroad Company reported $416.15 (none reported last year). The 
transportation expenses reported was a net increase of $3,187,191.91; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company re- 
ported an increase of $3,127,428.61 ; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad 
Company an increase of $6,412.73; the Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company an increase of $405.29; The Narragansett Pier Rail- 
road Company an increase of $52,945.28 (none reported last year). 
There was a net increase in miscellaneous operations of $118,148.11, 
all of which was reported by the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company. In general expenses there was a net in- 
crease of $206,481.18; the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company reported $196,184.04, an increase; the Wood 
River Branch Railroad Company reported $2,629.21, an increase; 
the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported $2,785.48, an 
increase; The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported an 
increase of $4,882.45, (none reported last year). 

TRAIN MILES. 

The total transportation service train mileage reported amounted 
to 20,197,260 miles, which was a decrease of 350,081 miles. The 
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transportation service train mileage was divided as follows: freight, 
5,903,820 miles; passenger, 14,194,100 miles; mixed, 90,996 miles; 
special, 8,344 miles; a decrease in freight miles of 841,021 miles; a 
decrease in passenger miles of 531,664 miles and a decrease in mixed 
miles of 44,212 and an increase in special miles of 3,488. The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported a 
decrease in freight mileage of 844,656 miles; the Moshassuck Valley 
Railroad Company a decrease of 780 in freight mileage and The 
Narragansett Pier Railroad Company 4,415 miles in freight (nothing 
reported last year). The total passenger mileage reported was 14,- 
194,100 miles, an increase of 531,664 miles; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company increased its passenger 
mileage 496,101 miles during the year and the Moshassuck Valley 
Railroad Company increased 64 miles; The Narragansett Pier Rail- 
road Company reported this year 35,499 passenger miles (nothing 
reported last year). The mixed mileage shows a decrease of 44,212 
miles and of this amount the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company reported a decrease of 44,180 miles and the Wood 
River Branch Railroad Company a decrease of 32 miles. In special 
mite^ge the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany reported an increase of 3,488 miles. The total net decrease in 
transportation service train mileage shows that the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company decreased 389,247 miles; 
the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company 716 miles, and the Wood 
River Branch Railroad Company 32 miles; The Narragansett Pier 
Railroad Company reported 39,914 miles against nothing reported 
last year. 

The total work service reported amounted to 1,064,365 miles, a 
decrease of 586,245 miles; the New York, New Haven and Hartforf 
Railroad Company reported 586,127 miles, a decrease; the Wood 
River Branch Railroad Company 216 miles, a decrease, and The 
Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported 98 miles this year as 
against nothing the previous year. 
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LOCOMOTIVE MILES. 

The total transportation senrice locomotive mileage reported 
amoimted to 28,570,098 miles, a decrease of 1,354,801 miles; the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported an increase of 15,886 
miles; the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
reported a decrease of 1,413,931 miles; the Wood River Branch 
Railroad Company, a decrease of 98 miles, and The Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company reported this year 43,342 miles (nothing 
reported last year). The locomotive mileage was divided as follows: 
freight, 6,756,993 miles, a decrease of 1,029,291 miles; passenger, 
15,240,014 miles, an increase of 757,201 miles. Mixed mileage re- 
ported was 92,195 miles, a decrease of 45,559 miles. Special mileage 
reported amomited to 9,640 miles, an increase of 3,925 miles. Train 
switching mileage reported amounted to 1,044,063 miles, a decrease of 
123,675 miles. Yard switching mileage reported amoimted to 
5,427,193 miles, a decrease of 917,402 miles. The locomotive freight 
mileage reported shows that the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company reported a decrease of 1,034,493 miles, and 
the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company a decrease of 780 miles; 
The Narragansett Pier Railroad .Company reported 5,982 miles of 
locomotives freight mileage this year against nothing last year. In 
the locomotive passenger mileage the total reported amounted to 
15,240,014 miles, an increase of 757,201 miles. This increase in 
locomotive passenger miles was divided as follows: Moshassuck 
Valley Railroad Company reported 64 miles; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 719,777 miles; The Narra-- 
gansett Pier Railroad Company, 37,360 miles (nothing reported last 
year) . The locomotive mixed mileage reported by the different roads 
discloses a decrease of 45,461 miles by tbe New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company, and a decrease of 98 miles by the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company. Total special locomotive 
mileage reported an increase of 3,925 miles, same being reported by 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company. 
Train switching mileage decreases were reported as follows: the 
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New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 121,821 
miles; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, 1,864 miles. The 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported 
a decrease in yard switching miles of 935,858 miles, and the Moshas- 
suck Valley Railroad Company reported an increase of 18,456 miles. 
Of the net decreases in total transportation service train mileage, 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company re- 
ported a decrease of 1,413,931 miles; the Wood River Branch Rail- 
road Company a decrease of 98 miles; the Moshassuck Valley Rail- 
road Company an increase of 15,886 miles and The Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company reported this year 43,342 miles against 
nothing the previous year. 

CAR MILES. 

The total transportation service car miles reported was 274, 183,048 
miles and the work service car mileage, 4,755,967 miles; the total 
transportation service car mileage shows a decrease of 7,784,397 car 
miles, and the work service car mileage shows a decrease of 2,602,- 
155. The total transportation car service mileage was divided as 
follows: freight, 189,650,661 miles, an increase of 1,753,047 miles; 
passenger, 83,723,354 miles, an increase of 6,289,668 miles; mixed 
train, 693,792 miles, a decrease of 277,209 miles; special train, 
115,241 miles, an increase of 18,891 miles. The New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported an increase of 
1,736,147 miles in freight car miles, an increase of 6,212,561 in pas- 
senger car miles; a decrease of 279,275 in mixed train car miles; an 
increase of 18,891 in special train car miles, making a net increase of 
7,688,324 car miles in total transportation service. The Moshassuck 
Valley Railroad Company reported a decrease of 2,494 in freight 
car miles and an increase of 64 passenger train car miles, making a 
total decrease of 2,430 car miles in total transporation service; the 
Wood River Branch Railroad Company reported an increase of 2,066 
in total mixed train car miles, making a net increase of 2,066 car 
miles in total transportation service; The Narragansett Pier Rail-

total passenger train car miles (none reported last year). 

TONS AND TON MILES. 

The total tons of freight reported amounted to 31,140,382, of 
which 28,059,674 were revenue arid 3,080,708 were non-revenue 
freight. The revenue freight carried was a decrease of 4,073,608 and 
the non-revenue freight was a decrease of 66,931, making a net 
decrease of 4,140,539 tons of total freight; the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company reported a decrease of 
4,085,360 tons of revenue freight and a decrease of 69,715 tons of 
non-revenue freight, making a net decrease of 4,155,075 tons of total 
freight; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported a 
decrease of 25,062 tons of revenue freight, and the Wood River 
Branch Company reported an increase of 2,313 tons of revenue 
freight and an increase of 566 tons of non-revenue freight, making a 
total increase of 2,879 tons of total freight; The Narragansett Pier 
Railroad Company reported 34,501 tons of revenue freight and 
2,218 tons of non-revenue freight (none reported last year). The 
total number of ton miles reported amounted to 3,384,665,562, of 
which 3,169,654,248 were revenue and 215,011,314 were non-revenue; 
there was a net increase of 230,857,789 ton miles of revenue freight 
and an increase of 59,787,977 of non-revenue freight, making a net 
increase of 290,645,766 in total ton miles; the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company reported an increase of 230,696,913 
ton miles of revenue freight and a decrease of 59,775,444 ton miles of 
non-revenue freight, making a net increase of 290,472,357 ton miles of 
total freight; the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported a 
decrease of 60,124 ton miles of revenue freight; the Wood River 
Branch Railroad Company reported an increase of 13,662 ton miles 
of revenue freight and an increase of 3,396 tons of non-revenue 
freight, making a total net increase of 17,058 toh miles of freight; 
The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported 207,338 ton miles 
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of revenue freight and 9,137 ton miles of non-revenue freight (none 
reported last year). 

PASSENGER SERVICE. 

The total revenue passengers carried was 101,152,724, which was 
a net increase of 11,967,725; the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company reported an increase of 11,803,700; the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company reported an increase of 1,021 ; 
the Wood River Branch Railroad Company an increase of 1,181 ; The 
Narragansett Pier Railroad Company reported 163,865 (none re- 
ported last year). The revenue passenger mileage reported 
amounted to 2,025,046,104, which was an increase of 193,766,832; 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company re- 
ported an increase of 192,872,387; the Wood River Branch Railroad 
Company reported an increase of 7,115; the Moshassuck Valley 
Railroad Company a decrease of 2,042; The Narragansett Pier 
Railroad Company reported 889,372 (none reported last year.) 

ROAD MILEAGE AND EQUIPMENT. 

The companies making reports to the Commission reported a 
total road mileage of -2,644.17 miles and a total of 1,133.45 miles of 
second track and 4,098.43 miles of all tracks; the total mileage of all 
tracks operated by the companies making operating reports was 
4,647.97 miles. The total miles of road single track reported owned 
in Rhode Island was 214.05 miles; total operated single track in 
Rhode Island was 211.60 miles. 

The total locomotives in service as reported was 1,244, of which 
1,181 were owned and 63 are leased or held imder equipment trust- 
The total cars in service number 38,050, of which 36,597 are owned 
and 1,453 operated either under lease or equipment trust. The cars 
in service are divided as follows : freight, 33,490 owned, 574 operated 
imder lease, etc.; passenger, 1,796 owned and 756 operated under 
lease, etc.; company service, 1,311 owned and 128 operated imder 
lease, etc. 
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ELECTRIC JRAILWAY RETURNS. 

Eleven street railway companies filed returns with the Commis- 
sion, the same number as in the preceding year. 

The Bay State Street Railway Company, Newport & Providence 
Railway Company, The Rhode Island Company, and The Shore 
Line Electric Railway Company filed operating returns. The 
Rhode Island Company, Bay State Street Railway Company, and 
The Shore Line Electric Railway Company are being operated by 
Receivers. 

The non-operating companies filing returns were Newport & Fall 
River Street Railway Company, Pawtucket Street Railway Com- 
pany, Providence Cable Tramway Company, Rhode Island Suburban 
Railway Company, Sea View Railroad Company, and Union Rail- 
road Company. The Rhode Island Company operates all of these 
except the Newport & Fall River Street Railway Company, which 
was operated by the Bay State Street Railway Company. 

CAPITAL STOCK. 

The total par value of capital stock authorized as shown in the 
reports amounted to $28,835,500.00. This is a decrease of $24,607- 
200.00 as compared with the previous year. The total par value 
outstanding as reported amounted to $28,826,500.00, a decrease of 
$24,531,500.00 as compared with last year. The amount reported 
last year by the Bay State Street Railway Company was not shown 
this year and The Rhode Island Company reported a difference of 
$500.00 additional this year in the total par value authorized. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The total dividends reported paid by electric railways within the 
State was $71,460.00. This amount was reported by the Newport 
& Fall River Street Railway Company as having been paid by Bay 
State Street Railway Company direct to stockholders under terms of 
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lease. The decreased dividends reported amounted to $887,000.00 
as compared with the previous year. 

ASSETS. 

The total assets reported amounted to $56,057,267.70 divided as 
follows: road and equipment, $49,050,569.92; all other assets, 
$3,309,843.14; current assets, $2,609,575.73; unadjusted debits, 
$1,086,228.91; deferred assets, $1,050.00 In the total valuation o^ 
road and equipment reported there is a decrease shown of $48,510,- 
941.45; all other assets, a decrease of $712,593.77; in current assets 
a decrease of $1,411,116.10; in deferred assets a decrease of $42,- 
560.69; in imadjusted debits a decrease of $6,515,475.51, a total 
decrease in assets of $57,192,687.52. 

In road and equipment the Bay State Street Railway Company 
reported a decrease of $48,317,616.80; the other companies all re- 
ported increases as follows: Newport & Providence Railway Com- 
pany, $4,110.05; Newport & Fall River Street Railway Company, 
$41,585.89; The Rhode Island Company, $30,912.47, with the 
exception of The Shore Line Electric Railway Company which 
reported a decrease of $269,933.26. 

In other investments the Bay State Street Railway Company 
reported a decrease of $717,327.97; The Rhode Island Company 
reported a decrease of $18,494.80; The Shore Line Electric Railway 
Company reported an increase of $23,229.00. 

In current assets the Bay State Street Railway Company reported 
a decrease of $2,217,290.11; the Pawtucket Street Railway Com- 
pany reported a decrease of $100.00; the Rhode Island Suburban 
Railway Company reported a decrease of $100.00; the Union Rail- 
road Company reported a decrease of $100.00; the Newport & 
Providence Railway Company reported an increase of $4,028.17; 
the Newport & Fall River Street Railway Company an increase of 
$1,000.00; The Rhode Island Company reported an increase of 
$740,152.76; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company reported 
an increase of $61,293.08. 
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The total decreases in deferred assets reported amounted to 
$42^560.69 was all reported by the Bay State Street Railway Com- 
pany. 

In unadjusted debits the Bay State Street Railway Company 
reported a decrease of $6,572,335.29; the Newport & Providence 
Railway Company a decrease of $1,695.56; The Rhode Island 
Company an increase of $24,620.00, and The Shore Line Electric 
Railway Company an increase of $33,935.14. 

The following companies reported increased assets: Newport & 
Providence Railway Company, $6,442.86; Newport & Fall River 
Street Railway Company, $42,585.89; The Rhode Island Company, 
$777,190.63; the Bay State Street Railway Company made no 
report of assets this year which is a decrease as compared with pre- 
vious year of $57,867,130.86; the Pawtucket Street Railway Com- 
pany reported a decreased asset of $100.00, as did the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company and Union Railroad Company, same 
amount each; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company reported 
a decreased asset amounting to $151,476.04. 

LIABILITIES. 

The total liabilities reported were as follows: total stock, $28,- 
835,595.75; long term debt, $15,783,015.14; current liabilities, 
$7,888,518.35; deferred liabilities, $117,255.35; unadjusted credits, 
$1,916,031.69; corporate surplus, $395,546.10. 

The capital stock decreases have been explained previously, the 
the decrease in long term debt, namely, $23,729,684.86 was evidently 
due to the Bay State Street Railway Company not reporting this 
item. 

In current liabilities there was a total decrease of $3,769,911.07, 
the Bay State Street Railway Company showed a decrease in its 
report of $5,195,450.42; the Newport & Providence Railway Com- 
pany a decrease of $1,321.18; the Newport & Fall River Street 
Railway Company an increase of $1,000.00; The Rhode Island 
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Company an increase of $1,037,832.86; The Shore Line Electric 
Railway Company an increase of $388,027.67. 

In deferred liabilities there was a total increase of $30,599.86; the 
Bay State Street Railway Company showed a decrease of $2,546.03; 
the Newport & Fall River Street Railway Company reported an 
increase of $41,585.89; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company 
reported a decrease of $8,440.00. 

In imadjusted credits there was a total decrease of $4,794,337.50; 
the Bay State Street Railway Company reported a decrease of 
$5,579,316.59; the Newport & Providence Railway Company an 
increase of $14,483.74; The Rhode Island Company an increase of 
$766,858.37; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company $3,636.98. 

The corporate surplus showed a total decrease of $1,161,679.27; 
the Bay State Street Railway Company reported nothing this year; 
the Newport & Providence Railway Company reported a decrease of 
$6,719.70; the Pawtucket Street Railway Company, Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company and Union Railroad Company reported 
decreases of $100.00 each. 

Operating Income. 

The total electric railway operating revenues reported amounted 
to $13,362,090.90 and the total electric railway operating expenses 
$11,968,269.20, making a net revenue of electric railway operations of 
$1,393,821.70; the operating revenues was a decrease of $5,419,402.85 
and the operating expenses was a decrease of $4,792,459.85, making 
a net decrease of $626,943.00 in net revenue from electric railway 
operations; the Bay State Street Railway Company reported a de- 
crease of $5,677,828.83 in railway operating revenues, a decrease of 
$5,460,158.58 in railway operating expenses and a decrease in net 
revenue of $217,670.25. The Newport & Providence Railway Com- 
pany reported a decrease of $37,618.93 in railway operating revenue 
and an increase of $1,398.97 in railway operating expenses, making 
a decrease of $39,017.90 in net revenue from railway operation; 
The Rhode Island Company reported an increase in railway opera- 
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ting revenues of $659,390.19 in railway operating revenues and an 
increase of $812,711.77 in railway operating expenses, making a net 
decrease of $153,321.58 in net revenue from railway operations; The 
Shore Line Electric Railway Company reported a decrease in railway 
operating revenue of $363,345.28 and a decrease of $146,412.01 in 
railway operating expenses, making a total decrease in net revenue 
from railway operations of $216,933.27.

Gross Income. 

The total gross income reported amounted to $886,625.34, of 
which $685,295.04 was operating income and $201,330.30 was non- 
operating income. There was a net decrease in operating income 
of $396,745.13, and a net decrease in non-operating income of 
$947,713.50, making a net decrease in gross income of $1,344,458.63. 
The Bay State Street Railway Company reported an increase in 
operating income of $24,384.85 and a decrease in non-operating 
income of $30,342.15, making a net decrease in gross income of 
$5,957.30; the Newport & Providence Railway Company reported 
a decrease in operating income of $39,017.90 and an increase of 
$1,443.86 in non-operating income, making a net decrease in gross 
income of $37,574.04; the Newport & Fall River Street Railway 
Company reported a net increase of $4,800.00 in non-operating and 
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gross income; The Rhode Island Company reported a decrease in 
operating income of $170,957.18 and a decrease in non-operating 
income of $73,481.21, making a net decrease in gross income of

$1,336,888.80 in deduction from gross income, and the income balance 
was an increase as compared with previous year of $1,330,931.50; 
the Newport & Providence Railway Company reported a decrease 
in deductions from gross income of $2,164.07, and income balance 
reported was a decrease of $35,409.97; the Newport & Fall River 
Street Railway Company reported an increase in deductions from 
gross income of $4,800.00 and the total income balance the same as 
in the previous year; the Pawtucket Street Railway Company re- 
ported a decrease of $60.00 in deductions from gross income and a 
decrease in income balance of $30,056.55; The Rhode Island Com- 
pany reported an increase of $11,417.62 in deductions from gross 
income and the income balance showed a net deficit of $1,810,903.03; 
The Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company reported a decrease 
of $60.00 in deductions from gross income and a decrease in income 
balance of $100,047.84; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company 
reported a decrease in deductions from gross income of $111,121.28 
and the income balance reported was a net deficit of $949,433.74;

The total car mileage reported amoimted to 28,510,660 miles, a 
net decrease of 19,437,757 miles; the car mileage reported by the 
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Rhode Island Company was 13,846,176 miles, a decrease of 2,019,737 
miles; the Bay State Street Railway Company reported a car mileage 
of 11,393,901 milfes, a decrease of 16,557,179 miles; the Newport & 
Providence Railway Company reported 245,824, miles, which was an 
increase of 7,369 miles; The Shore Line Electric Railway Company 
reported a car mileage of 3,024,759 miles, a decrease of 868,210 miles; 
the total car hom^ as reported amounted to 3,148,058 hours, which 
was a decrease of 2,361,796 car hours; the Bay State Street Railway 
Company reported 1,271,177 car* hours, which was a decrease of 
2,084,928 car hours; The Rhode Island Company reported 1,572,487 
car hours, which was a decrease of 207,178 car hours, and the Shore 
Line Electric Railway Company reported 277,777 car hours, which 
was a decrease of 69,352 car hours. 

Passenger Statistics. 

The Bay State Street Railway Company reported no figures imder 
this head and it is therefore impossible to make a comparison between 
the total revenue passengers and the total passengers carried on that 
accoiint. 

From the figures that the Commission have, the following are 
shown: the Newport & Providence Railway Company reported 2,120,- 
481 revenue passengers carried, which was a decrease of 581,040; The 
Rhode Island Company reported 135,711,789 revenue passengers 
carried, which was an increase of 28,809,782; The Shore Line Electric 
Railway Company reported 13,268,573 revenue passengers carried 
which was a decrease of 1,295,630; the total passengers carried by the 
Newport & Providence Railway Company was 2,136^621, which was 
a decrease of 591,361; The Rhode Island Company reported 135,713,- 
912 total passengers carried, which was an increase of 12,342,533. 

The total passenger revenue reported amounted to $7,726,943.46, 
which was a net decrease of $9,443,817.38; the total passenger 
revenue of The Rhode Island Company was $6,559,352.82, an in- 
crease of $723,147.83. 
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The average fare of revenue passengers of The Rhode Island 
Company was .04834 cents, a decrease of .00625 cents per passenger, 
and the average fare of all passengers of The Rhod^ Island Company- 
was .04833 cents, a decrease of .00102 cents. 

The total revenue from transportation reported amounted to

The total revenue from other railway operations of The Rhode 
Island Company was $85,412.22, a decrease of $2,401.42; the Newport 
& Providence Railway Company reported revenue from other rail- 
way operations amoimting to $655.28, a decrease of $43.85. 
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Road Mileage. 

The total miles of road reported by companies operating within the 
State was as follows: miles of road owned, 184.952 miles; miles of 
road operated, 481.832 miles; total miles of all tracks owned, 185.383 
miles; total miles of all tracks operated, 572.273; single track in 
Rhode Island owned, 70.313, single track operated and not owned, 
261.21. 

Accidents. 

The total number of accidents reported for the year ending Jime 
30, 1920, was 1,183, which was a decrease of 275 from the number 
reported for the preceding year. In these accidents 19 persons were 
killed and 1,313 injured, the number killed being a decrease of 21 from 
the preceding year, and the number injured a decrease of 374. 

In the 444 accidents reported by railroad companies, 10 persons 
were killed and 458 injured; in 525 accidents reported by railway 
companies, eight persons were killed and 639 injured, and in 214 
accidents reported by other utilities, one was killed and 217 injured. 

The percentage of persons killed by railroads, railways and other 
utilities to the total number killed, the percentage of persons in- 
jured by these three classes of utilities to the total number injured, 
and the percentage of killed and injured to the total number killed and 
injured is as follows:

Classification of Killed and Injured. 

The total number of passengers reported killed was one, same as 
previous year, and the total number injured 399, a decrease of 296. 
The passengers killed were reported by a railroad company. 
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No person carried under agreement by a railroad company was re- 
ported killed, same as last year, and two persons of this class were 
reported injured which was a decrease of 11. 

Five employees on duty were reported killed, a decrease of four 
and 673 injured, a decrease of nine. Of the employees killed, four, a 
decrease of two, were reported by railroads, one, same as last year by 
a street railway. Of the employees injured, 370, a decrease of 26, 
were reported by railroads, 101, an increase of ten by railways, and 
202, an increase of one, by other utilities. 

No employees, not on duty, were reported killed and eight em- 
ployees, not on duty, an increase of two, were reported injured. Of 
the persons of this class reported injured, four, sl decrease of one, 
was reported by a railroad company. Of the number injured, two, 
an increase of one, by a railway company and two, an increase of 
two, by other utilities. 

Seven highway travellers were reported killed, which was a de- 
crease of six from the number reported the preceding year. All of 
these were reported by street railways, the number being an increase 
of six for this class of utilities. None were reported by railroad 
companies and other utilities. There were 200 highway travellers 
reported injured; six, an increase of one by railroads, 187, a decrease 
of 21, by street railways and seven, a decrease of four by other 
utilities. 

One non-trespasser, other than highway travellers, was reported 
killed and 24 were reported injured. Of those killed, one, a decrease 
of six, was reported by other utilities. Of the injured, 15, a decrease 
of 34, were reported by a railroad company; three, an increase of one, 
the same as previously reported by a railway company, and six, a 
decrease of two, by other utihties. 

There were five trespassers reported killed, three less than pre- 
viously, and all were reported by a railroad. The number of tres-. 
passers injured was eight, same as last year, and five, an increase of 
three, were reported by railroads; three, a decrease of one, by 
railways.

Utilities Reporting Accidents. 

The various utilities reported accidents as follows: American Rail- 
way Express Company, 20; Blackstone Valley Gas and Electric 
Company, Pawtucket Division, 18; Blackstone Valley Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, Woonsocket Division, 36; Narragansett Electric 
Lighting Company, 124; New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company, 468; Providence Gas Company, one; The Rhode 
Island Company, 640; Westerly Light and Power Company, 11; 
Providence Telephone Company, two; Bristol County Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, five and Bay State Street Railway Company, seven. 

Railroad Accidents. 

The total number of railroad accidents reported was 444, 79 less 
than the number reported for the preceding year, and all were re- 
ported by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The number of persons killed was ten, a decrease of seven from 
the preceding year, and the number reported injured was 458, which 
was 171 less than the number reported injured the preceding year. 
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There were two derailments reported, in which no one was either 
killed or injured. 

Character of Accidents. 

A comparison of the nmnber of persons killed, classified by the 
character of accidents with the previous year, is as follows: collision, 
none, a decrease of two; overhead or side obstruction, none, same as 
last year; falling, one, a decrease of three; walking on or crossing 
track, seven a decrease of two; getting on or oflf moving train, none^ 
a decrease of one; working on track, one, an increase of one; coupling, 
one, an increase of one. 

The classification of character of accidents of those injured com- 
pared with the previous year was as follows: collision, 12, a decrease 
of 115; derailment, 15, an increase of 14; overhead or side obstruction, 
18, an increase of 14; falling, 56, a decrease of 32; walking on or 
crossing track, eight, a decrease of six; getting on or oflf moving train, 
nine, a decrease of seven; getting on or oflf stationary train, five, 
a decrease of nine; working on track, 27, a decrease of five; coupling, 
eight, an increase of six; unclassified, 300, a decrease of 31. 

The class of accidents which resulted in the greatest number of 
deaths was walking on or crossing track, and of the persons of this 
class reported killed, five, or 71.43% were trespassers. The per- 
centage of trespassers in this class was 17.45% less than in the pre- 
ceding year. Two employees on duty were killed walking on or 
crossing track. 

There was one fatal accident at station as compared with two re- 
ported for the preceding year. 

Passengers. 

One passenger was reported killed, same as preceding year, the 
character of the accident being falling at station. 

The total number of passengers injured was 56, which was a de- 
crease of 109 as compared with the number reported previously. 
The character of accidents in which passengers were injured is a» 
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follows: falling, nine, an increase of one; walking on or crossing track, 
one, same as previous year; getting on or off moving trains, two, a 
decrease of five; getting on or oflf stationary trains, two, a decrease of 
five; unclassified, 24, a decrease of three; various, 18. 

Persons Carried Under Agreement. 

Two persons carried under agreement or contract, a decrease of 11 
were reported injured. Of these, one was injured in collision and 
the other one was injured in unclassified accidents. 

No persons in this class were reported kilUed, same as previous 
year. 

Employees. 

The total number of employees killed while on duty during the 
year was four, a decrease of two, and the number of injured 370, a 
deci7ease of 20. 

No employees not on duty, a decrease of one was reported killed 
and four, a decrease of one, was reported injured. 

Classification of service of the employees killed while on duty 
was as follows: trainmen, one, a decrease of three; yard trainmen, two, 
same as last year. There was one trackman or bridgeman reported 
killed as compared with none in these classes in the preceding year. 
The classification of service of the employees injured while on duty 
was as follows: trainmen, 71, an increase of eight; trainmen in yards,. 
42, an increase of 21; yard trainmen, 12, and increase of four; switch 
tenders, crossing tenders and watchmen, four, a decrease of two; 
trackmen and bridgemen, 48 an increase of nine; other employees, 
193, a decrease of 60. 

The number of employees killed while on duty classified according 
to the character of accidents was as follows: walking on or crossing 
track, one, same as last year; working on track, one, an increase of 
one, coupling, two, an increase of two. The number of employees- 
injured while on duty, classified according to the character of acci- 
dents, was as follows: collision, seven, a decrease of three; derailment^ 
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none, a decrease of one; overhead or side obstruction, 16, an increase 
of 12; falling, 44, a decrease of 20; walking on or crossing track, three, 
a decrease of one; getting on or off moving trains, six, same as last 
year, getting on or off stationary trains, three, a decrease of four; 
working on track, 27, a decrease of five; coupling, six, an increase of 
two; imclassified, 258, a decrease of two. 

The number of employees not on duty reported killed was none, a 
decrease of one, and the number injured four, a decrease of one. 
The classification of the character of accidents of the injured in this 
class was as follows: walking on or crossing track, none, a decrease 
of one; getting on or off moving trains, none injured, a decrease of 
one; imclassified, three injured, a decrease of one. There was one 
person in this class reported injured by falling as compared with 
none, and none injured walking on track, same as last year. 

Highway Travellers. 

There were no highway travellers reported killed, same as in the 
preceding year, and the number reported injured, was six, an increase 
of one. Of those injured, three were injured at a protected cross- 
ing, and one at an improtected crossing; one, at an improtected 
private crossing, and one at other locations. 

Non-Trespassers Not Highway Travellers. 

There were no persons reported killed, and 15 injured in this class, 
the number killed being a decrease of one and the nimiber injured a 
decrease of 34. The character of the accident of those injured was 
as follows: walking on or crossing track, one, a decrease of five; 
getting on or off moving train, one, same as last year; coupling, one, 
an increase of one; unclassified, 12, a decrease of 14. There were 
no persons killed falling, a decrease of 16 over the previous year. 

Trespassers. 

Five trespasserss were reported killed and five injured. This was 
a decrease of three in the number killed, and an increase of three 
in the number injured. 
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Of the number reported killed, five were walking on or crossing 
tracks, a decrease of two. There were no persons in this class re- 
ported killed by falling, same as in the preceding year. Of the per* 
sons reported injured in this class, two were injured in walking on or 
crossing track, an increase of two over previous year; falling, one, an 
increase of one; unclassified, two, same as last year. There were no 
persons in this class injured in derailments, same as last year. 

Railway Accidents. 

The total number of railway accidents reported was 525, which was 
a decrease of 183 from the number reported the previous year. 

In these accidents, eight persons, were killed and 639 injured, 
a decrease of seven in the nimiber killed and 197 in the number 
injured. Of the total nimiber of accidents, all except one reported 
by the Bay State Street Railway Company, were reported by the 
Rhode Island Company. In the accident reported by the Bay 
State Street Railway Company, one person was killed and six injured. 
There were 480 accidents in which one person was either killed or 
injured; 20 in which two persons were injured; eight in which 
three persons were injured; one in which two persons were killed 
and two injured; six in which four persons were injured; three in 
which five persons were injured; one in which six persons were in- 
jured; two in which seven persons were injured; one in which nine 
persons were injured; one in which 11 persons were injured and one in 
which 12 were injured, and one in which one person was killed and 
one injured. 

Of the total number of accidents reported, 465, a decrease of 195 
were on highways, one, a decrease of two was at an unprotected 
crossing, two, an increase of one was at a private crossing, and 57 
an increase of 13, were at other locations. 

The character of accidents were as follows: collision with stree^ 
railways, nine, a decrease of seven; collision with vehicle, 109, an 
increase of two; derailment, 19, an increase of six; overhead or side 
obstruction, six, a decrease of two; falling, 40, a decrease of 41; 
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walking on or crossing track, 37, a decrease of 41; getting on or off 
moving car, 113, a decrease of 78; getting on or off stationary car, 86 
a decrease of 28; working on track, five, an increase of four; coup- 
ling, one, same as last year; unclassified, 100, an increase of two.

Of the persons reported killed, one was an employee on duty, same 
as last year and seven, a decrease of six, were highway travellers^ 
There were no passengers reported killed, same as last year. 

Of the persons reported injured, 343, a decrease of 187, were pas- 
sengers; 101, an increase of ten, were employees on duty; two, an 
increase of one, employees off duty; 187, a decrease of 21, highway 
travellers; three, an increase of one, were non-trespassers and three> 
a decrease of one, were trespassers. 

Passengers. 

No passengers were reported killed, same as last year. 

The number of passengers injured, classified according to the 
character of accidents, was as follows: collision with street railways,. 
20, a decrease of 22; collision with vehicle, 12, an increase of one; 
derailment, 46, an increase of 26; over head or side obstruction, three,.

One employee on duty was reported killed, none last year.

The number of highway travelers killed and injured classified 
according to the character of accidents was as follows: collision with 
vehicle, four killed, an increase of two; 139 injured, an increase of 
six; walking on or crossing track, three killed, a decrease of seven; 
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34 injured, a decrease of 36; unclassified, one killed, a decrease of 
one; ten injured, an increase of five; collision with street railway, 
four injured, an increase of four. 

There were three persons other than trespassers, not highway- 
travellers injured, an increase of one. 

Trespassers. 

There were no trespassers reported killed, and three, a decrease of 
one were reported injured, two being injured by falling, and one, un- 
classified. 

Character of Accidents. 

The number of persons killed classified according to the class of 
accidents was as follows: collision with vehicles, four, an increase 
of two; walking on or crossing track, three, a decrease of seven; 
unclassified, one, same as last year. There were no persons reported 
killed between street railway cars. 

The number of persons injured classified according to the character 
of accidents was as follows: collision with street railways, 26, a de- 
crease of 20; colhsion with vehicles, 158, a'n increase of 11; derail- 
ments, 49, an increase of 27; overhead or side obstruction, six, a de- 
crease of one; falling, 39, a decrease of 44; walking on or crossing 
track, 36, a decrease of 35; getting on or off moving cars, 113, a de- 
crease of 78; getting on or off stationary cars, 86, a decrease of 28, 
working tracks, six, an increase of five; coupling, one, same; un- 
classified, 119, a decrease of 34. 

There were five collisions between street railway cars in which one 
person was injured in each; one, in which two were injured; one, in 
which three were injured; one, in which four were injured; one in 
which 12 were injured; making a total of nine collisions between street 
railways in which a total of 26 persons were injured. This was a 
decrease of seven in the number of this class of accidents and a de- 
crease of 20 in the number of persons injured. 
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There were 75 collisions with vehicles, in each of which one person 
was injured; 16, in which two were injured; four, in which three were 
injured; one, in which two were killed; one, in which one was killed; 
four, in which four were injured and one, in which five were injured 
and one, in which six were injured, making a total of 103 accidents of 
this class; there was a total of 156 injured in this class, this was an 
increase of nine in the number injured. 

There were 22 "running-board" accidents in which 22 persons were 
injured, a decrease of three from last year. The classification of 
persons, injured in accidents of this kind was as follows: passengers, 
12, an increase of two; employees on duty, ten, a decrease of five. 

There were 13 controller accidents, a decrease of two, and in these 
accidents all were reported injured. Of the persons injured, seven 
a decrease of 51, were passengers, and six, an increase of one, were 
employees on duty. 

The greatest number of accidents in any one class was in other 
locations, 119 being injured in this class. 

Getting on or off moving cars, 113, a decrease of 78 from last year; 
getting on or off stationary cars, 86, a decrease of 28. 

Other Utility Accidents. 

Utilities, other than railroads and railways reported 214 accidents 
in which one person was killed and 216 injured; the number of acci- 
dents reported was a decrease of 13 over the number reported for 
the preceding year; the number killed, a decrease of seven, and the 
nimiber injured, a decrease of six. 

One person was reported killed by Westerly Light and Power Com- 
pany by electrification. 

Character of Accidents. 

The number of persons killed classified according to the class of 
accidents was as follows: electrification, one, a decrease of five; 
falling, none, a decrease of two; the number of persons injured classi- 
fied according to the character of accidents was as follows: collision, 
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three; electrification, three; gas inhalation, one; falling, 33; struck 
by falling object, 33 and burning, 17 and unclassified, 126. 

Classification of Killed and Injured. 

There were 16 power station employees reported injured as com- 
pared with 15 injured last year; eight gas plant employees were 
reported injured, an increase of six; five gas distribution system em- 
ployees injured as compared with seven injured; 36 linemen injured, 
an increase of 13, and 137 other employees injured, a decrease of 17; 
seven highway travellers injured as compared with 11 last year; 
other non-trespassers five injured, a decrease of three; two employees, 
(all classes) oflf duty injured, an increase of two from last year.

Company for permission to 

operate one-man cars. 

By the Commission: 

This is a petition of the Newport and Providence Street Railway 
Company for permission to operate cars with one man, a motorman, 
who will take the fares of passengers when entering or leaving the 
car, each such car so operated to be equiped with all the automatic 
safety devices required for one-man operation, namely, a device 
operated by air requiring the hand of the motorman to be upon the 
controller handle, or foot on the auxiliary valve, at all times while 
the car is in motion. The releasing of either the controller handle or 
foot valve automatically sets the brakes, applies sand to the rail, 
throws circuit breaker thereby cutting oflf all power, and imlatches 
all doors leaving them free to open. 

The petition sets forth that the great saving in wages, power 
etc., derived from this mode of operation will enable the company to 
offset to a considerable extent its greatly increased cost of operation 
and decreased receipts. 

The question of the operation of one-man cars by this Company 
was previously before the Commission upon the complaint of the 
Company that an ordinance of the Town of Middletown, through 
which town the Company operates its lines, requiring two men, was 
unreasonable. 

The Commission, after investigation of the type of mechanically 
controlled equipment with which the cars were then equipped, dis- 
missed the petition; 
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(Newport and Providence Railway Company vs. Town 
Council of the Town of Middletown, R. I. P. U. C, No. 32, 
February 4, 1916.) 

The essential question for the Commission to determine is whether 
the proposed operation is safe. This leads to a consideration of the 
various automatic safety appliance^ with which it is proposed to 
equip the cars for one-man operation. 

There has been a marked development in the application of auto- 
matic safety devices for one-man car operation since the previous 
decision of the Commission. 

The safety features, which are inherent in the car design, provide 
for practically every emergency in connection with the operation of 
the car. 

1. The car cannot be moved or the brakes released until the 
door is closed. 

2. The door cannot be opened until the brakes are applied 
and the controller moved to the "oflf'' position. 

3. The controller is equipped with a device which requires a 
conscious effort on the part of the operator to properly perform 
his various functions. 

The instant the operator loses conscious control through sleepiness, 
sickness or carelessness the powej" is shut off, the brakes are applied 
in emergency, the track is sanded, and the doors released. 

In case of collision that breaks the air pipes at either end of the 
car, the apparatus is designed to function in the same order and to 
render prompt and efficient protection against running away down 
a grade. Boarding and alighting accidents are almost eliminated 
since it is impossible to open or close the doors except when the car 
is stopped and the brakes applied. 

It appears that there are about two thousand cars equipped with 
appliances for one-man operation out of a total of approximately 
eighty-five thousand electric cars in use in the United States, and 
that the growth in the use of the former has been most rapid in the 
past few years. 
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The operation of similar cars has been approved in the adjoining 
States of Massachusetts and Connecticut, and it would appear that 
on many lines it is a last expedient to prevent a complete cessation 
of service. 

Observation of the results of one-man operation of the motor 
busses in the City of Providence leads the Commission to the belief 
that the operator of the one-man car would be able to perform his 
duries without undufe hardship and with a due regard to the protec- 
tion of the passenger. 

The Newport and Providence Street Railway Company is the 
only trolley road in the State which is not under receivership. The 
Company is now meeting with a sharp decrease in its gross revenues 
on account of the almost complete cessation of the war activities in 
the City of Newport. 

Its net revenues have been materially reduced by increased costs 
of operation due particularly to 

1. Increase in cost of boat maintenance, wages of marine 
employees, fuel and repairs, in connection with its ferry service 
between Bristol and Bristol Ferry, Portsmouth. 

2. Increased wages of trolley employees. 

3. Increased charges for electric power all of which is pur- 
chased by the Company. 

The Company serves a useful purpose and every reasonable ex- 
pedient should be used to secure its continued operation. 

After a careful consideration of all the evidence, including the 
exhibits presented, the Commission is of the opinion that the opera- 
tion of one-man cars equipped with the safety devices described in 
the petition is safe and proper. 

It is therefore 

(632) Ordered: 

That the petition of the Newport and Providence Street Railway 
Company for permission to operate one-man cars equipped with 
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automatic safety devices as described in the petition be and the 
same is hereby granted:

This is a complaint of The T. F. Donahue Company, a corporation, 
engaged in a wholesale business in the City of Providence alleging 
that the respondent Providence Telephone Company without reason- 
able justification discontinued the telephone connection of the com- 
plainant. 

The ledger account of the cojoiplainant as appearing by books of 
the Company for the period just prior to the time of the complaint is 
as follows:

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The schedule of rates and the rules and regulations of the Company 
require the payment of regular exchange service charges in advance, 
while the items of long distance and other toll charges up to and 
including the 20th of the preceding month are also presented on the 
first of the month. 

It is the practice to send out such bills by mail on the last day of 
the month. 

The testimony shows that the complainant contended that it was 
not required to pay the exchange service charge for Arpil in ad- 
vance, and for a period of more than a year the complainant had 
refused to comply with the rule requiring such payment in advance, 
and upon the presentation of the bill had proceeded to pay simply the 
exchange service charge for the previous month and the toll charges 
up to the 20th of the preceding month. 

For the month of April in question the complainant on April 5th 
paid $7.42, the exchange service charge as billed the preceding 
month. 

A credit of 75 cents through change of rate left the real balance 
from March at $6.67, instead of $7.42 

On April 26, the complainant paid the toll service charges amount- 
ing to $3.63 and covering the period Feb. 21 to March 20, leaving 
impaid $6.41 on account of the exchange service charge for April as 
billed in advance. On April 29, the service of the complainant was 
discontinued by the Company, whereupon after an interruption of 
some three hours, the complainant paid the $6.41 and his service 
was resumed. 

The testimony shows that the complainant had ignored the rule of 
the Company requiring the payment for exchange service monthly in 
advance for more than a year previous to the discontinuance of its 
service, and that the Company had repeatedly urged. compHance 
with the rule. 

The matter was brought to a head by the receipt on Feb. 3 of a 
check of the complainant with the notation "In full from Jan. 1," 
which the Company refused to receive, and the same was returned 
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with a letter from the Assistant Treasurer calling attention to the 
fact that toll service was billed only to the twentieth of the preceding 
month. 

An Agent of the Company called on the complainant, presented 
the detail of the account, and sought a new check or the eradication 
of the notation. 

On March 3 the Treasurer of the Company wrote the complainant 
calling attention to the rule, receiving no reply. 

On April 20 the Company attempted several times to reach the 
complainant by telephone, which calls the complainant ignored. 
The Treasurer again wrote on April 22 without reply, and finally on 
April 29, after calling several times by telephone, succeeded in 
getting a reply from complainant to the effect that it did not desire 
to be bothered any more about the matter. 

Thereupon the Company discontinued its service to the complain- 
nant. 

The complainant urges that the Company is guilty of discrimina- 
tion in that it discontinued its service without taking similar action 
against a large number of other subscribers similarly in arrears. 

The testimony shows that the complainant was the only subscriber 
who had persistently and openly refused to recognize the rule of the 
Company as to payment in advance, and that the Company exer- 
cised its best judgment and discretion in the treatment of each 
individual case of subscribers in arrears. 

It does not appear to the Commission that there was any unjust 
discrimination by the Company toward the complainant and that 
the complainant has sought more particularly to test the reason- 
ableness of the regulation of the Company requiring the payment of 
the exchange service charge hi advance, and has by its conduct 
forced the drastic action on the part of the Company. 

The Commission is of the opinion that the rule of the Company 
requiring such payment in advance is reasonable. 

The utility is in an entirely different position from the ordinary 
tradesman. The tradesman sells only to whom he pleases, and 
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can exercise his unlimited discretion as to whether he will require 
cash on delivery or whether he will deal at all with a person. The 
utility is obliged to deal with all who make demand upon it for service 
within the area of its operations, and comply with its reasonable 
regulations, regardless of their financial responsibility. 

A regulation which secures the utility against losses from bad bills, 
or tends to reduce the amount of such losses is aUke a benefit to the 
utility and to its consumers who pay their bills. 

The leading case with reference to a telephone utility is South- 
western Telegraph and Telephone Co. vs. Danaher (238 U. S. 482, 
P. U. R. 1915D, 571), in which case the court said "It is uniformly 
held that a regulation requiring payment in advance or a fair deposit 
to secure payment is reasonable.^' 

It appearing that a full investigation of the matter involved has 
been had, and that the Commission on the date hereof has made and 
filed a report containing its findings of fact and conclusions thereon, 
which said report is herein referred to and made a part hereof, it is 
(639) Ordered: 

That the complaint of the T. F. Donahue Company against the 
Providence Telephone Company be and the same is hereby dismissed.

300 I. INCOME STATEMENT FOR THE YEAR. 
REMARKS. 

Net Income of the Receiver of the Bay State Street Railway 
Company ($350,966.85) is the result of his operations in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island for the period ending May 31, 1919 and in 
Rhode Island only, for the 7 months ending December 31, 1919. 

It includes only such charges against income as taxes, rents for 
leased roads and interest on indebtedness of the company, covering 
his period of operation to May 31, as he was authorized, in the 
discretion of the United States District Court, to pay. 

It does not include certain charges and credits incurred prior to 
Receivership, consisting of sundry delayed income and expenses and 
certain deferred charges against income which the company was 
expected to charge ofif over a period of years, as shown in the 
operating statements and accounts of the Bay State Street Railway 
Company for the same period. 

Such income and charges combined with the operating results 
of the Receiver show an actual operating deficit of $301,146.49 
instead of an apparant net income of $350,966.85 as follows:
